FIVE MINERS ARE 
RESCUED AFTER FULL 
WEEK IMPRISONMENT

Salem, Ky., Aug. 12.—All 
five 


miners who were imprisoned by a 
cave-in at the Hudson Mine last 
Thursday were brought to the sur- 
face alive this morning. 


Randolph Cobb was 
the 
first 


man to reach the top of the shaft. 


To the crowd 
which 
awaited 


anxiously he said: 
"Hello 
there, 


boys, I'm not sick." 


Roy James, for whom little hope 


had been held as ho had been sep- 
arated from the other miners when 
the cave-In occurred was the next 


! to appear. 
: George Castiller was third. 
He 


was delerious and In a critical con- 
dition as the result, of pneumonia. 


U. B. Wilson was the fourth man 


and Harry V/atson tho last man 
to appear. Watson was in a hilari- 
ous mood. He called "Where's my 
horse, I want to ride him homo." 


The minors were greeted 
with 


cheers when they appeared. 
The 


dense throng on the mine properly 
pressed forward and it was neces- 
sary to detail National Guardsuieu 
to restrain the crowds. 
. The minors said that during the 
long vigil underground they had 
never givev up hope of rescue nor 
had any of them beconid-'downctist. 


They had four matches between 


them. These they carefully con- 
served. 
By burning the miners' 


lamps which they had, one at a 
time, they were enabled to have 
light for a long time. Finally dark- 
ness fell. Then they lost all sense 
ot time, they said, 
and 
waited 


thiough the long black hours. 


A daughter of Cobb was at the 


mine entrance when her father ap- 
peared, at the sight of his face, she 
becumo hysterical and fainted. 


James, the miners said, wa.s the 


heiD of the disaster. Instead of at- 
tempting to escape when the cave- 
in came, he went back to warn the 
other four men of 'the calamity. _ 


'The men apparently were Butter- 


ing on\y weakness from lack of 
food/with the exception oil C-istll- 


'"We lived in hope and prayed.'" 


Cobb said. 
"It was

ordeal being sealed 150 feet uiurer 
ground without food and pracli- 
cfclly'no water. 
We had no ulea 


of how long we had been ther^ 


"Probably It was well that we
